WHEREAS  in   ProfecUtion  of  an  AB  of  this  Afembly  made 
at    their1   loft   Seffion,     begun  and  held  at     23o(!oit,     the 
Thirtieth  day  of   May    pap,    Entituled,  An   A&,   For 
granting  unto  Their  Majefties,    A  Tax    of  Twelve 
Pence  a  Poll,   and  One  Penny  on  the  Pound   for  Eftates  j  It  appears 
by  the  Lifts    Returned)  that  the  Ajjejfors  in  federal  Towns    have     not  rightly 
tmderftood,  or  not    duely  attended   the  Rules  in  faid  Aft    prefcribed  •  which 
has    Occasioned  an  Inequality  and  difproportion  betwixt  Town    and  Town,  and 
the    Sum.  thereby    Raided   to  fall  [hort  of  what  was  expected,    and  is  necef- 
far.y.  for   a   Supply  of   the   Puhlick   Occajions.      Therefore   to    the  intent  that 
there  may   be  a  Regulation  of  the  faid  Tax  or  AJjefsment  to  a  due  Proportion, 
and  a  further  fupply   of  the  Treafury.
